CHAMBERLAIN’S SCHEME. 


A NEW PLAN OF HOME RULE FOR IRE 
LAND. 


Four National or Provincial Councils—The 
Scheme to Be Embodied in a Billto Be Of. 
fered by the Government—The Alleged 
Plot Against King Milan—Gen. Kaulbars’ 
Complaint—Rioting at Delhi— Fereign 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, October 9,—The Daily News an- 
nounces this morning, in a two-column arti- 
cle, that the Government intends to bring in a 
bill establishing home rule in Ireland upon 
the basis of four national councils, represent- 
ing the provinces. It adds that Harrington 
and Chamberlain have been consulted about 
this. Both are prepared to support it. 
The announcement creates no particular 
interest herein well-informed circles; first, 
because Churchill’s recent hints have shown 
that something of the kind was inthe air; 
secondly, those on the inside know from its 
publication in the Daily News, thatit is upon 
Chamberlain’s direct inspiration, and in that 
form will be promptly disavowed by the Con- 
servative organs,should the course of Conser- 
vative public opinion set too strongly against 
it. The announcement itself is the editor’s 
shrewd guess, based upon a word thrown 
over his shoulder by Chamberlain on the eve 
of his departure for the East tothe effect that 
‘*they have got to take my plan after all.’’ 

THE SCHEME, 

The scheme of the four provincial councils 
is, of course, the one which Chamberlain said, 
in September, 1885, he had prepared two 
months previously, but had relinquished be- 
cause the support of the Moderate Liberals was 
not given him, On April 9, in answer to Giad- 
stone in the Commons, he declared 
that he had finally renounced the 
scheme of provincial councils. His present 
right-about-face is only another evidence of 
the strength of the accord between the Rad- 
ical, Whig and Tory Democrats. Such a de- 
cision upon Irish matters can only have been 
reached by the Irish sub-committee of the 
Cabinet, consisting of five mem- 
bers, of whom Salisbury, who —ihas 
been ill, is in France; Churchill 
has been very busy on other matters and 
nobody knows where he is; Smith is in 
Germany, and Hicks-Beach has been for sowe 
timein Dublin. Moreover, this sub-committee 
is known to have met only twice. The pre- 
sumption, therefore, is strongly against this 
being a formal decision, deliberately reached.

It would be quitein keeping with his usual 
course if he should reserve this little coup for 
his last day in England. The Daily News says 
the Government scheme will be contemptu- 
ously rejected by the Parnellites. Thereis not 
asingle leading Irishman in London, there- 
fore it is quite impossible to state 
or deny this on authority. Speak- 
ing from an intimate knowledge . of 
the views of the Irishmen at every stage of 
the home-rule discussion, I would say this is 
by no means certain. They will regard the 
scheme of provincial councils as a futile pro- 
posal, inadequate in scope and mistaken in 
method, butthis is very far from contempt- 
uously rejecting it. They will remem- 
ber that under such a measure 
the Ulster Council would be almost 
certain to contain a majority of Nationalists, 
and it would, therefore, be but a step from 
four unanimous councils toa coalition in the 
one in Dublin. Imay add that Mr. George 
Fottrell, who recently resigned from 
the Irish Land Commission, co-operated 
with Chamberlain in the article in the 
Fortnightly Review, in which the scheme of 
national councils was first promulgated 
There is, therefore, a curious contrast be: 
tween his resignation and the alleged Govern- 
ment adoption of these proposals.

NO NEWS YET. 


A Good Deal of Anxiety Felt About the 
Overdue Steamer Anchoria. 


NEw YORK, October 9.—The steamer An- 
choria has not yet been heard from, and the 
number of callers at the office of the company 
is daily increasing. The Officials 
still hold to their original the- 
ory that the vessel has broken her shaft 


and thatthe canvas which she carries is not 
sufficient for her to keep hercourse. She was 
in good condition when she left Scotland, they 
say, or she would not have been allowed to 
sail, as by the English law, a Government sur- 
vey has to be made of every ship before she 
leaves her dock on every occasion. 

A Post (Boston) special says: ‘‘The crew of 
the steamer Bulgarian, which arrived to-day, 
report that when about fifteen days 
out they passed a steamer which was 
evidently disabled as she was standing 
still and had no steam. She did not 
signal and they passed her by. She was head- 
ing westward and was under sail. They 
thought she was of the Anchor Line, but at 
that time they knew nothing of the overdue 
Anchoria.’’ 

: IS IT ANOTHER OCEAN HORROR? 

NEW YORK, October 9.—The New York Mail 
and Express says: Another dreary day bas 
passed for those who have relatives and 
friends on the overdue Anchor Line 
steamer, Anchoria. That vessel failed 
to put in an appearance, and no news of 
her arrival atanother port, or of her having 
been sighted at sea, has been received. Even 
the more conservative steamship men of the 
Maritime Exchange, who always ‘‘hope for 
the best,’’ are now forced to the 
belief the ship has been

The Laclede Offers Its New Stock to Old 
Holders at $75 Per Share.

The stock is of par value $100, and it was 
thought would be sold at par.

When — surrender they will go 
into the Trustona basis of $2,500,000 capital 
stock (10 per cent of which is pure water) in- 
stead of $1,600,006 the capital stock 
before the recently authorized increase. There 
is a bonded debt of $600,000 which the m- 
creased stock was to wipe out. At 
$75 the new stock will not only pay 
the debt but leave $150,000 for munitions 
of war in casefighting comvus, The atock can 
only be purchased by holders of record De- 
cember 1, but it is not thoughtany of the 
stock outside the pool will have a smell 
of it, the Mitchell crowd being § in 
position to scoop itall.

On Monday the attendance was largely of 
children, who paid nothing.

NEELD NON EST. 


A Prominent Chicago Packer Issues $400, - 
000 Worth of Bogus Receipts. 

CHICAGO, October 9.—An afternoon paper 
says: N. M. Neeld,a partner in the well- 
known packing-house of J. ©. Ferguson & Co., 
is in Canada. He has issued bogus warehouse 
receipts for people aggregating $400,000. 
Iie has practically burst his firm. The 
loss will fall altogether onthe banks; $100,000 
on a single New York bank. ‘‘The banks here 
who lose it,’’ said a prominent director, ‘‘are 
all rich and will not know the loss. The worst 
loss is on a New York institution. Neeld left 
for Canada night before last and no one 
has heard from him.’’ Neeid wasa fine- 
looking man of about 48 years. He was 
the managing partner in the firm of J. C. Fer- 
guson & Co., which was avery oid and rich 
one, and came originally from Indianapolis. 
He has been a big speculator on the Board and 
in stocks, and has been wrong for a long time, 
The biggest loss has been in Wall street. 

No particulars at all are obtainable concern- 
ing the failure, Mr. Ferguson is locked in his 
private office and refuses to make any state- 
ment whatever until later in the day after he 
has had an opportunity to ascertain exactly 
the extent of the disaster that has overtaken 
the firm. 

The firm of J.C. Ferguson & Co. is an old 
one and stood high. They owned a ware- 
house, and this was made ‘‘regular’’ a short 
time ago. Itis stated that Mr. Neeld issued a 
number of fraudulent warehouse receipts and 
that the Chicago and New York banks loaned 
money on them to the extent above stated. 
Neeld was one of the directors of the Chicago 
Board of Trade. 


THE FIRM. 

The firm was composed of J. C, Ferguson, 
Ed Ferguson, ason; A. Goodbody of Liver- 
pool; Neelda son-in-law; Mr. Howard, also 
& son-in-law. The latter had his 
headquarters at New York and from 
that place managed the shipments. For that 
reason some banking was done there. The 
New York Corn ye Bank is the heaviest 
loser, being $100,000 in the hole, without a dol- 
lar of security. The heaviest losers here 
are the banks and in this order: The First 
National, the Metropolitan, the Lllinoig 
National and probably a number of others. 
The Oontinental is the smallest loser 
among the _ banks. It is explain- 
ed that Neeld was not a shrewd 
businesa man. He wasthe causeof the fail- 
ure of his father-in-law some years ago. Mrs, 
J.O, Ferguson, however, was very wealthy, 
and loaned the money to startthe house here. 
She now holdsa mortgage on it, The defalcation 
grew, itis believed, through a year, and it is 
presumed that it started with no really dis- 
10nest motive. But the buyer’s receipts were 
soon beyond his control, and before he left he 
sunk everything out of sight. 

The house of J. ©. Ferguson & Oo. is one 
that has been in existence for twenty-five 
ears. It was in existence in Indianapolis 
efore Chicago was the packing 
centre. Neeld married the daugh- 
ter of J. ©. Ferguson, whom he as 
now ruined by his crookedness. He and a son 
of the senior Ferguson, Edward, moved here 
and opened a bouse at the yards about 
ten years ago. Neeld has been the 
managing partner ever since. For a 
number of years. this really has been the 
head of the firm. It did a very large business 
with England, rated as high as any firm in the 
trade, although, of course, not doing busi- 
— on any such scale as one or two of the 
otbers.

HARD TO FILL. 


DIFFICULTY IN FINDING CANDIDATES 
FOR THE REPUBLICAN TICKET. 


Arba N. Crane gnd George Shields Refuse the 
Circuit Judgeship—Chas, F, Vogel Will 
Not Be a Candidate—The Call for Mon, 
day’s Convention—Anti-Vastine Tactics— 
Dyer Will Bun for Congress—Political Gos- 
sip. 


The Republicans have decided to hold an- 
other convention to fill vacancies on their 
city ticket, and are now in the predicament 
of being unable to obtain candidates who are 
willing to accept the nomina- 
tions. Chairman Delano and several 
prominent Republican attorneys spent a great 
deal of time to-day in calling on probable 
candidates and soliciting their consent to be- 
ing placed before the convention for the 
judgeship nominations. Messrs. Arba N. 
Crane, Jacob Klein and Geo, Shields are most 
frequently mentioned as likely to go on the 
ticket for Circuit Judge. Upto2o’clock this 
afternoon not one of these gentlemen had 
consented to permit the use of his name in 
counection with the nomination, but Mr. De- 
lano and his associates had not given up the 
struggie and were sanguine of securing a can- 
didate before evening. 

For Judge of the Court of Criminal Correc: 
tion Mr. Charles F. Joy will accept the nomi- 
nation, proWided good men are selected for 
the other vacant positions, It is as good as 
settled that Joy will be a candidate before the 
convention. 

Charies F. Vogel has upset all calculations 
based upon his acceptance of the nominotion 
of the three 0’s clerkship, by emphatically re- 
fusing to be a candidate under ony condition. 
Henry Erb will take the place if it is offered to 
him again, but itis probable that will only be 
done as alastresort. Wm. Waters, Deputy 
Jailer, is being favorably mentioned 
for the place and will make a strong candi- 
date before the convention. Some of the Cen- 
tral Committeemen want Henry Siegmund, 
but that gentleman doesn't care for the office. 

The nomination for Probate Judge will very 
likely be left vacant, on the theory that 
a nomination might call out an additional 
2,000 or so votes for old Judge Woerner and 
that the voters might forget to scratch the 
balance of the Democratic ticket. Dr. Frank 
is the strongest man for Coroner. 

There is some talk among the anti-Vastine 
men of introducing a resolution in the 
convention rescinding all of the nomi- 
nations on the ticket, and nom- 
inating a complete ticket. This its for 
the purpose of shelving Vastine, who will not 
resign. Vastine’s supporters threaten to down 
the entire ticket in the convention, if such a 
course is adopted. They claim that they have 
a majority of votes in the convention, and will 
keep Vastine on the ticket in spite ofall op- 
position. 

The call for the convention, issued this 
morning, is as follows: 

To the members and alternates of the Re- 
eo City Convention, elected September 
, 1886: 


By virtue of authority granted us by the 
Republican City Central Committee at its 
meeting October 8, 1886, the under- 
signed herewith call the Republican 
City Convention to convene again 
at Central Turner Hall on next Monday, 
October 11, 1886, at 10 o’clock a. m., for the 
purpose of filling such vacancies as may have 
to be filled on the Republican ticket.

This afternoon Messrs. Arba N. Crane and 
George Shields declined to permit the use of 
their names before the Republican Convention 
in connection with the nomination for Circuit 
Judge. 


Dyer Will Accept. 


After knocking at the doors of almost every 
available Republican in the district the Re- 
publicang of the Ninth District have secured a 
candidate in the person of Col. D. Patterson 
Dyer, late of Pike County and of the law firm 
of Dyer, Lee & Ellis. Mr. Dyer was solicited | 
to permit the use of his name before the Con- 
gressional Convention early in the campaign. 
He declined at that time to becomea candidate 
and upto last night was firm in his refusal 
even to accept the nomination if tendered him. 
The Colonel has attended no caucuses with ‘a 
view to securing the nomination, and says he 
will make no effort to obtainit. His position 
is outlinedin the following interview with a 
PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter this morning: 

‘*‘Tam not a candidate and lam running for 
no political office,’’ said he. ‘‘Friends have 
been coming to me from day to day and asked 
meto go before the convention, andI have 
uniformly refused to have anything to do with 
politics. Idon’t want to goto Congress, and 
don’t care to make the race.’’ 

‘‘Will you accept the nomination if it is 
offered to you?’’ 

‘‘Well, I'll tell you. If the convention 
should offer the nomination unanimously, as 
the sincere expression of the Republican cit}- 
zens of the district, I don’t see how I, asa 
good Republican, can refuseto acceptit. I 
won’t take it, however. unless I am con- 
virced that the delegates have been 
fairly elected as the true representatives 
of the people, and not asso many politicians. 
I believe that it is time for the people totakea 
hand in affairs and I wish to see them honestly 
represented.’’ 

‘*This nomination has been urged upon me 
by Representative Republicans for some time 
past, and I feel now that if it is offered to me 
by the convention, lam not ina position to 
refuse it.’’

THE PACKERS’ STRIKE. 


PINKERTON MEN GUARDING THE CHICAGO 
STOCK-YARDS. 


Thousands of Strikers. on the Scene, but No 
Violence—Mr. Armour’s Statement of the 
Situation—Rumors of a Compromise— 
Mr. Powderly Takes a Hand in the 
Trouble—The Knights of Labor Conven- 
tion—Getting Down to Business—Labor 


Chicago packers are unable to compete with 
Cincinnati or Kansas City people on a basis of 
eight hours, chiefly on account of the lessened 
cost of operating at those points. The corn belt nt 
has moved pretty much westward, and hogs 
are cheaper out there. Chicago packing- house 


roperty has greatly depreciated in value of 
ate. and for my part I stand ready to dispose 
of my Chicagu stock-yards property at 20 per 
cent less than cost. I have expended $300,000 
on my Kansag City packing-houses this sea- 
son. I would gladly have my men work eight 
hours ifI could do so in justice to myself, but 
under the circumstances this is not possible, 
and self-protection, of course, must be 
primarily regarded by the packers. 
work fourteen hours myself 
every day and ten hours daily toil 
is certainly not a great hardship for my em- 
ployes. I do not anticipate closing down 
work entirely, although for a few days we may 
not operate a full capacity. There are plenty 
of men who are willing to work ten hours each 
day and take the place of the strikers if they 
are assured of protection, and this will posi- 
tively be offered them to the fullest extent. I 
trust that the old hands, however, will take a 
proper view of the situation, and reconsider 
their action, which is certainly ill-advised.’’ 
THE SITUATION UNCHANGED. 

Advices from the stock yards report the sit- 
uation unchanged there this morning, and no 
disturbance of any kind has occurred. Ar- 
mour & Co. say that the report that their 
beef-killers had also joined the strikers is a 
mistake, and that that part of their establish- 
ment, as well as those of the other packers, is 
running as usual, the strike being confined to 
the hog-killers. About two thousand head of 
cattle and 9,000 hogs were received at the 
yards to-day. : 

PINKERTON MEN ON GUARD.

Doubts are expressed as to the pos- 
sibility of the convention complet- 
ing its work within the two weeks for 
which Armory Hall is engaged, but Mr. Pow- 
derly says he thinks itcan be done.

GOV. PATTISON’S FIGHT. 

The coal pool operators in Wall street 
sneer at Gov. PATTISON’sS letter in regard 
to their conspiracy, and ask, ala TWEED, 
**What is he going to do about it?’* 

If they will read the definition of a 
criminal conspiracy laid down in a Penn- 
sylvania Supreme Court decision by Chief 
Justice AGNEW, they may guess at one 
thing that can be done about it, and 
which would be done if they were an 
association of ordinary laborers. 

They can also find in a recently written 
opinion of the same Judge AGNEW, if not 
among the decisions of the Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court, the proposition that the 
Constitution of that State is a controlling 
part ofthe charter of every corporation in 
the State, and thagthe courts can enforce 
it by injunctions and by the very severe 
penalties for contempt which are within 
the discretion of the courts. * 

There may be no statute making the 
officers of a railroad corporation crimi- 
nally responsible, as they should be, for 
operating it indeliberate violation of law; 
there may be no statute providing for the 
disfranchisement of a railroad corpora- 
tion and the winding up of its affairs for 
violating its charter obligations,as is done 
in the case of a bank which commits an 
act of bankruptcy, but the courts are 
nevertheless bound to enforce the Consti- 
tution with all the means attheir com- 
mand, and their means of doing so, even 
in the absence of enforcing statutes, are 
certainly formidable when the court is 
willing to use them effectively. 

But it is about time for corporations to 
begin making some show of voluntary 
obedience to law. A self-governing pop- 
ulation will not much longer endure the 
spectacle of State Constitutions trampled 
under the feet of corporations and 
*‘*moneycrats,’’ while all the powers of 
the Legislative, the Executive and the 
Judiciary are exerted to hold the dis- 
contented employes in péaceful subjec- 
tion to law.

BPEAK OUT. 

Was the railroad plank of the Missouri 
Democratic platform adopted only to 
throw the people off their guard, as a 
“charm that lulls to sleep?’ Why else is 
there such silence on the subject in the 
Democratic conventions that are nomi- 
nating men to represent St. Louis in the 
next Legislature? Are they nominating 
men to represent the people and the busi- 
ness interests of the city, or to be voted, 
as heretofore, by Col. JOHN O’Day, and 
to legislate, as heretofore, under the per- 
sonal supervision of Mr. Jay GOULD’s po- 
liticalagents and attorneys stationed at 
Jefferson City? 

When men who have already made a 
legislative record on the wrong side of the 
railroad question are nominated for re- 
election without giving any assurance or 
promise of doing better in the future, 
there is good reason for suspecting that 
other nominees put forward without 
pledges are of the fame stripe and are 
chosen for the same purpose. If such is 
not the case, they can very easily and in 
a few words tell where they stand on the 
only new question upon which the Demo- 
cratic State Convention clearly and posi- 
tively defined its position. 

All through the rural districts Demo- 
cratic candidates for the Legislature are 
speaking out on this question. Silence in 
St. Louis, in view of the record her dele- 
gation has made in former Legislatures, 
will suggest a suspicion that the represen- 
tation of this great city has again been 
sold out to the railroad bosses for help or 
neutrality in the Senatorial election. It 
is easy to disarm that suspicion. 

The Post-DisPaTcu is not an organ, but 
the Kansas City Times is a Democratio 
organ, if there is one in Missouri, and its 
advice to Democratic voters is to scratch 
and down every Democratic nominee for 
the Legislature who refuses,to speak out 


and pledge himself fully and explicitly to 
support, vigorously and in good faith, 
the railroad legislation promised in the 
Democratic platform. 
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IT appears that the Pennsylvania 8u- 
preme Court decision in regard to the. 
store-orders law was not so outrageous as 
a good many-newspapers inferred from the 
telegraphic report of it, The only pro- 
vision which is held unconstitutional by 
the court is that which provides that store 
orders accepted by laborers shall not bea 
valid offset against an action for the re- 
covery of wages. The decision is thatthe 
statute is in conflict with the State Con- 
stitution, so far as the former de- 
prives the employer and employe of 
the right to make a voluntary con- 
tract, and so far as it repudiates 
& payment voluntarily accepted and 
used by the laborer in accordance with 
such contract. But the decision leaves in 
full force those provisions of the law for- 
bidding the issue of store orders in pay- 
ment of wages, and the penalty for vio- 
lating these provisions remains unim- 
paired. Butit is manifest that employers 
can easily evade the law in its present 
crippled condition so long as necessity 
compels the laborer to ‘‘voluntarily” ac- 
cept the store-order system of doing busi- 
ness. So the decision will probably 
hasten the enactment of such penalties as 
will abolish that rascally and extor- 
tionate method of oppressing the poor.

Mr. Hewitt isright in declaring that 
our present tariff is oppressing and 
paralyzing many of the home manufact- 
ures, which its upholders pretend that it 
favors and protects. He is right also in 
declaring that factiousness in the Demo- 
cratic ranks is largely to blame for the 
failure to inaugurate a fair revision 
of the tariff schedules, The Democratic 
party cannot evade its share of the 
responsibility for this failure, and this re- 
sponsibility is becoming more serious 
every day. The lastreportof the Bureau 
of Statistics, reckoning our population at 
58,420,000, shows thatour Government col- 
lected last year a net revenue of $336,439, - 
727, which is $.75 for every man, woman 
and child, besides the expense of col- 
lecting the same. This takes M6 a 
year out of the earnings of every 
workingman with a family of eight per- 
sons to support. But besides what 
is thus transferred from his pockets to the 
Treasury, the present tariff forces him to 
pay an indirect and invisible but larger 
tax to protected monopolists on what his 
family consumes. To make the matter 
worse, the Government is collecting 
$94,000,000 a year more than it expends, 
and this is lying idle in the Treasury while 
we are paying $2,820,000 a year of interest 
on that amount of redeemable bonds. 
The people will not patiently brook any 
further trifling with such a situation by 
either party. 


IT needs no prolix array of figures to 
tell the people of this country that the 
tide has turned and that business is re- 
viving in all the walks of trade and in- 
dustry. They.see it in busier marts, in 
more heavily loaded trains, in the opening 
of mills and factories that were closed, 
in hundreds of forms of activity whose 
energies but lately drooped or were stag- 
nant. The ideathat this changed appear- 
ance of things represents a real change 
has for some time past been confirmed 
by increased bank clearances and by 
statistics showing increased trade and 
largely increased production of manufac- 
turing establishments. That this change 
has been brought about by no foreign 
war, no accidental forces, no tinker- 
ing of tariff or currency is also 
a well known fact, and one which 
assures us that the improvement will con- 
tinue as the necessary result of a healthy 
and natural reaction from an extreme de- 
pression, the causes of which have ex- 
hausted themselves.

PLEASURE AND PROFIT. 


INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE BIG WEEK 
OF THE CARNIVAL. 


The Railroad Record of Visitors—Chats With 
Merchants About Business—This Fair 
Week Ahead of All Others in Attendance 
and Sales—The Festivities From a Mercan- 
tile Standpoint. 


What the week has been no one need to tell 
8t. Louisans. Its hurly-burly, its brilliance, 
dash and glory have been sufficiently heard, 
seen and written. But the profit of all this, 
the return In dollars and cents for the expen- 
sive carnival, the people would possibly 
like to have some estimate of. Le Comte de 
Foresta, who represents the Italian people in 
thiscountry as Secretary of Legation, said 
mournfully of the Italian carnivals in an 
nterview: ‘‘Theyare now simply business 
speculations,’’ and added the inquiry: ‘‘Your 
carnival is a business speculation, is it not?’’ 
It is, certainly, and if it did not pay, there 
would be no carnival. To one who reads 
‘‘Corinne’’ orthe ‘‘Count of Monte Cristo,’’ 
an Italian carnival conducted as a busi- 
ness investment would seem to be a frightful 
absurdity, but business is what people came to 
the West for, and the longest pole knocks the 
persimmon. That festivities such as have just 
terminated pay is proven by theirannual repe- 
tition and increased magnificence. ‘‘Has the 
Carnival paid?’’ echoed 

JOSEPH SPECHT 
of the ‘‘Famous.’’ ‘‘Well, you can say for 
me that we are ready to sign a contract for 
teh years of this business. We are 
ready to pledge ourselves to do 
a proper share for ten carnivals like it. 


Our September business increased 30 per 
cent over last year, the past week is 50 per 
cent ahead of Fair Week in 1885, and that was 
a big week too.’’ 

This isa sample of how the merchants talk. 
D. Crawford looked out on the busy scenes in 
his dry goods establishment, and smiled 
broadly when asked if the Carnival had paid. 
‘*‘We would like to have it going all the year 
round,’’ he said. 

‘*‘Has the week exceeded the same week last 


year?’’ 

‘*‘To be sureithas. Why, I think it must be 
2 percent. ahead. There have been more 
peogee in the city than there ever were during 

air week. Last year there were more than 
ever before and we dida big business. This 
year is better. If we had hadacold snap, 
just a bit of frosty weather in this week, we 
would have gone way ahead of last year. The 
weather has been too warm for blankets and 
heavy goods. If it was colder you’d see 
heavy dress goods selling like cakes. As 
itis, we have hardly touched heavy goods at 
ali this week.’’ ® 

JOS, FRANKLIN 

of Barr’s was asked ifthe week had exceeded 
Fair week 1885. ‘‘It hasn’t gone so far ahead,’’ 
he said. ‘‘When you have the biggest week 
on record it’s pretty hard to go very far ahead 
of that,isn’tit? That’s what Fair week last year 
was—the biggest we ever had. But we have 
beaten it this year. I don’t Know exactly 
how much, but I am confident 
the trade has iucreased 15 per cent. 
There have been days, Tuesday and Friday, 
for instance, when the increase ran up to 25 
per cent. Usually our biggest day is Wednes- 
day, but this year Tuesday ran ahead. There 
is one thing—the weather has beentoofine. Do 
you know that cold,drizzly weather we had for 
a day or two during the conclave made a won- 
derful increase in our business? The people 
came unprepared and were caught without 
things they needed. Then the weather got 
warm and nice such as it has been this week, 
Had we had in this week some cool, crisp 
weather, just enough to remind people of 
heavy goods,we would have doubled our busi- 
ness.’’ 

‘*What is the difference in your business be- 
tween an average week and Fair week?’’ 

‘‘In Fair week we double almost any other 
week in the year.’’ 

‘*And you think the carnival has paid?’’ 

‘*‘Most assuredly. There have been a great 
many people here and they have spent a great 
déal of money in one way or another. Now,no 
matter how they spent it we will get our share 
of it. Money spent in the city 
finds its way to us first or § last. 
Ifthe people spent it for pleasures the peo- 
ple to whom they pay come to us for clothes. 
Our profit fromthe carnival has not ceased 
yet.’ 

SAMUEL KENNARD 

ofthe Kennard Carpet Company said: ‘‘We 
do less business in Fair week than almost any 
other week inthe year. So far from being a 
direct benent to us itis an injury—that is, di- 
rectly. But before and after it comes our ben- 
efit. You see befvore people come, 58St. 
Louisans have to prepare for their coming, 
have to buy rpets, curtains, etc., for 
rooms. So do first-rate business. 
After the visitors are gone—they have worn 
out lots of stuff with nails in their shoes and 
tramping over carpets and things as only peo- 
ple away from home will—we do big business 
again. Visitors themselves buy very little in 
our line while here, carpets are too bulky. 
But ten yearsago during Fair week we were 
crowded with customers. Then it wasarare 
thing to find carpets for sale ina small town. 
They could only be bought inthe cities. So 
when sminall-towns peopie or country people 
came into the city they bought carpets just as 
they do dry goods now. It wasa little over 
ten years ago we began tochange that. We 
sent men out through the small towns and got 
dealers of various kinds to keep carpets in 
stock. We wholesaled to them. The people 
found the advantage of getting sucha buiky 
thing as a carpet right at home, and our retail 
trade from that source fell off*in proportion 
to the growth of this wholesale business. 

‘*We're not losing anything bythis carni- 
val. The business of the whole city 
has been increased, and what directly 
helps one business man is bound to— 
at least indirectly—help all others. There 
have been more people in St. Louis this fall 
than were ever seen here before. The Expo- 
sition has attracted a great many people, and 
they have been a good class of people, too. 
Year by yearthbe class of visitors to the city 
in the fali has grown better—or rather the 
people in the surrounding country have been 
educated. That is what I told the merchants 
when we were talking up the Exposition.

Consul Griffin Talks About New South 
Wales and Sidney. 


Mr. G. W. Griffin, brother of Dr. Hamiiton 
Griffia, and for the last two years United 
States Consul at Sidney, New South Wales, is 
in the city on his way to visit his daughter at 
Vineland, Mo. Heisonaleave of absence of 
several months, and the object of his visit 


to America at this timeis to direct the atten- 
tion of Congress to the necessity of improving 
the consular facilities at Sydney. The occa- 
sion of Mr. Griftin’s departure was taken ad- 
vantage of by the leading citizens of the colony 
to give him a complimentary banquet, at 
which the American representative was 
toasted in terms of the highest praise. 

Mr. Griffin is well posted on Australasian 
matters, having been consulfor six years in 
New Zealand and the last two in 
New South Wales. He reports the 
condition of the colony as exceedingly 
encouraging. The depression of the past few 
years, caused by a drouth lasting four years 
and the failure of several successive wool 
clips, has been lifted this year by fav 
orable atmospheric eonditions, and _ in 
the six months from January to 
June marked increases were noted 
in various lines of export. Coal shot up 
$160,000 in that time, wool showed a gain of 
$5,000, tin of $75,000, hides and skins of $3,000, 
and other industries in proportion. The 
gain wus steady and seems to be a 
healthy boom. At the same time 
the imports have increased even 
more astonishingly. These being chiefly 
from America speak volumes for the push 
of the United States business men. The 
principal import increase has been in Amert- 
can timber, which in the past eighteen 
months rose from 9,000,000 superfictal 
feet to 86,000 , 000, ail the product

A CIGARETTE CRUSADE. 


WHAT PROF. LAFLIN THINKS WOULD BE 
BETTER THAN BESTING SULLIVAN. 


A Chat With the Only Man Who Nearly 
Whipped the Boston Boy—The Days of Ex- 
hibition Slugs Over—Some Provident Pugil- 
ists—The Palmy Days of the Ring—Fights 
in Prospect—Macon’s Melange. 


Special Correspondence of the POsST-DISPATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA, October 8.—The man who 
gave Sullivan the hardest fight he ever had 
and came nearest to depriving him of the 
championship is Prof. Laflin. At one time 
during their contest ‘‘the big fellow’’ was s0 
exhausted that he leaned against the ropes 
with his arms hanging powerless by his sides. 
Laflin was tired, too, but he was a bit fresher 
than his antagonist and he kept pegging 
away athishead. Had he used better judg- 
ment and given Sullivan a punch on the ex- 
posed pit of his stomach it would have been 
all over with him. He didn’t, however, and 
John L. rallied and bested him. I met Laflin 
the other night in the Morton House in New 
York and had a long chat with him. He is 
quite an intelligent man and speaks and writes 
French almost as fluently as he does English, 
having learned it in Paris, where for a year he 
gave exhibitions of ‘‘poses plastiques’’ at 


one of its circuses. 
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‘‘Ilam going to doa little missionary work 
this winter,’’ said he, ‘‘I think I have ‘a 
call,’ andI am goingto respondtoit. For 
twenty years I have devoted myself to pbysi- 
cal culture, and I think I can, without egotism, 
claim to be an authority on all matters that per- 
tain to it. I have invented more devices for 
physical improvement than any man living, 
and they have met with the heartiest ap- 
proval, and my profitsfrom their sale afford 
me an excellent living, but, as Isaid before, I 
have a call, and in reaponse to it lam going to 
enter the lecture field. I wantto bring to the 
attention of all concerned the terrible injury 
that is being done to young American man- 
hood by the horrible cigarette smoking 


custom. Itis an evil that has sprung up like 
& mushroom in a few years, but it is one that 
unless checked and stamped out will work 
more injury to this nation than any other. 
You think I am like all men who have a 
hobby, an enthusiast. Perhaps I am, but so 
willevery one be who will investigate the 
matterasIhaye. In 1867 there were but /7,- 
000 ,000 cigarettes smoked in the United States. 
Now the consumption is by the billions—don’t 
start, I have the figures from the books 
of the Internal Revenue oflice. Do you know 
why cigarettes are so injurious? In the first 
place they are made mainly from the poorest 
of tobacco. Large quantities of them are 
made from the stumps of cigars thrown away 
by smokers, but gathered by Italians, who 
dry them and sellthem by the pound. These 
stumps contain more nicotine than allthe 
sinoked portions of the cigar. Then the paper 
wrapper yields aterribly poisonous oll, which 
aids the nicotine in destroying the health of 
its user. Ahalf-drop of nicotine wiil killa 
cat and a drop of oil of paper will kill 
a dog. Thirdly, a great deal of the 
tobacco used in cigarettes is so poor that salt- 
petre is freely employed to keep it from be- 
coming musty or mouldy. Saltpeter is a sub- 
stance that is largely used in the bread of 
penal institutions for its repressive effects. 
it is highly injurious to the humarmsystem, 
and tts excessive use tendsto the unmanning 
of its consumers. Last of all, opium is freely 
used in the manufacture of cigarettes in order 
that smoking them may produce agreeable 
effects, 
+ . * 

‘*‘Now here are four poisons destructive to 
health in every cigarette. Consider then that 
three-fourths of the users of cigarettes are 
boys or delicate young men who cannot stand 
acigar orapipe.. As soon as they learn to 
smoke a cigarette with ease they inhale the 
smoke and blow it out through their nostrils. 
Whatisthe result? The lungs and the mem- 
brane of the throatand uose are coated with 
the resulting oils of the deadly poisons I have 
mentioned and catarrh is the inevitable re- 
sult. Show mea young man who has smoked 
cigarettes fortwo years andI will show you 
&@ man who has catarrh or the seeds 
of it in his system. Nor is this 
the worstof its results. It produces nerv- 
ousness and dyspepsia wherever long contin- 
ued. Then comes the cocktail in the morning 
to stimulate the stomach so that it will crave 
food. By and by it takes two, three and even 
four and five cocktails to effect this purpose. 
A thirst for alcoholic stimulants is created, 
and manya drunkard can trace his misery 
back his first cigarette. It isa vice that is 
sapping the vitality of our delicate and nery- 
ous young men who should be developing and 
improving the physical powers nature has 
sven them, not impairing and destroying 
them.

‘*Watch the little district telegraph boys as 
they scud along. They are inveterate cigar- 
ette smokers as a rule. Many of them will 
take the money os them by their parents 
to pay for their dinners and spend it on cigar- 
ettes. A doctor friend of mine was called in 
not long since to attend to a messenger boy 
who was sick. His parents were unable to 
account for his malady, and the doctor 
sent them out of the room. ‘You’ve been 
smoking too many cigarettes my little man,’ 
said he, ‘now tell me the truth or I won’t 
know what kind of medicine to give you. 
How many do you smoke a day?’ ‘About 
two packages’ was the reply, ‘but please 


don’t tell me father or mother.’ I have the 
backing of some of the best doctors 
in the land in my crusade, if 


I may call itsuch, and whenIgo on the lect- 
ure platform I will have instances from real 
life that will startle the community. If I can 
mitigate to any appreciable extent the great 
evil, I shall feei that I have done far better 
work than conquering Sullivan.’’ I think he 
is right.

I ran.across a very interesting account of the 
fight between Harry Lees and Will Wells in an

Wells, however, who was hig 
own spokesman and manager on the occasion, 
explained that this was not an ordinary 
match. For his own part he didn't care for the 
brass, and would just as soon have fought Lees 
forlove and abelly full, all he wanted, as 
he candidly avowed, being ‘to give Harrya 
d—d good licking,’ butas Lee wasa profes- 
sional he (Wells) thought it was not fair to ask 
him to fight except fora money stake, so he 
had consented to amatch forthe sum named. 
But Mr. W. wenton to informthe company 
that as he had to find all his own 
battle-money and training expenses (for 
being an amateur he had no backing), he did 
not want to be worried and pestered by hav- 
ing to rush about tocoliect the coin every 
week, with the prospect of a forfeit if he 
failed in any one instance to produce the stipu- 
lated fiver. Consequently, he thought it 
would be only fair to let him put down the 
whole of the remainder of the stuke in one 
lump sum.

A LIFE-LONG DESPERADO. 


THE SUICIDE OF BENJ. W. FURLONG, THE 
TERROR OF GEORGIA. 


A Long and Unpunished Career of Crime—A 
Murderer at Fifteen—How a Posse stood 
in Awe ofthe Daring Desperado—Fooling 
With a Texas Sheriff — Furlong’s Last 
Crime, Which Led to His Self-Destruction. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
ALTAPAHA, Ga., October 8.—Benj. W. Fur- 
long, who suicided here two weeks ago, had 
led a life of desperation. From the time he 
was a boy to the hour of his death, he wasa 
terror to every neighborhood in which he 
lived. At the age of 15, a responsible position 
in a sawmill owned by his brother-in-law, in 
Pinebloom, was given him. One day a col- 
ored teamster was foundin his wagon dead, 
with histhroat cut. It was developed that 
Furlong had a quarrel with the tearmster, 
which endedin the tragedy. The murderer 
escaped and was gone several years. When 
he returned he resumed his desperate career 
without ever having been called to account, 
A little over two years ago Mr. K. P. Rep, ard, 
a wealthy gentleman of Savannah, fitted up a 
saw-mill at Vanceville, on the Brunswick & 
Albany Road, in which he invested $30,000. He 
placed Ben Furlong and his brother John in 


charge, and having the utmost con- 
fidence in them left it entirely to their 
management, The charge of such a 


large business turned Furlong’s head, He 
began drinking heavily, neglected his family 
and took to the companionship of wantons. 
One day he rode up to his house with a woman 
from Savannah, and taking her in, presented 
hertohis wife, saying: ‘‘Pocahontas, how 
do you like this? Ain’t she a beauty?’’ The 
wife broke into tears, whereupon her hus- 
band 
SEIZED HER BY THE HAIR 

and dragged her across the floor, stamping 
upon ber and breaking a chair across her 
body. The pair then drove off, leaving 
the wife unconscious upon the floor. There 
she was found by some passing neighbors. 
When her story became known the utmost in- 
dignation prevailed. A party of the men 
started out in pursuit of Furlong. He was 
caught up with atacountry house, where he 
sat with a rifle acrosg his knee. -‘‘I’ll blow the 
brains out of the first man who dares to come 
near me,’’ he said. For several hours the 

osse stood at a respectful distance, deem- 
aa discretion the better part of valor,and then 
retired and left Furlong master of the situation. 
Mr. Reppard soon became aware of the state of 
affairs and dispatched an agent to Vanceville 
to take charge of the business. When the 
agent arrived atthe millhe found that John 
Furiong had received information of his 
coming and had scraped together $10,000 of the 
mill’s money and gone to Texas. Three 
months later news was received of John’s 
tragic death there. He bid in some property 
at Sheriff's sale and offered part paymentin 


notes. ‘*‘That was not in the bargain,’’ 
said the Sheriff. ‘*You are a liar,’’ re- 
torted John. The reply was a bullet 
from the Sheriff’s revolver which 


pierced John’s heart. In the meantime Ben 
threw off all restraint. Whenever he made 
his appearance all the officers seemed to with- 
Craw in his fuvor. On one occasion he 
boarded the train bound for Brunswick and 
going into the colored coach took aseat. In 
front of him satanegro. ‘‘Throw that cigar 
outof the window,’’ ordered Furlong. ‘‘I 
have paid for my seat and don’t want tobe 
disturbed.’’ 

Instantly Furlong caught the negro by the 
head, pulled it back and made several lunges 
with his knife into the negro’s throat. He then 
jumped off the car and 

ESCAPED INTO THE WOODS. 

On another occasion Furlong sought out En- 
gineer Brock on the Brunswick & Aibany 
road and asked him if he wanted the money 
which was due him. On Brock making an 
affirmative reply, Furlong said: ‘‘If you do, 
take that,’’ and fired, the ball striking the en- 

ineer inthe abdomen, About six months ago 

urlong gave some evidence of reformation 
and to encourage him his friends united and 
started him once more in business. But his 
reformation wag of shortduration. Healways 
went armed, and would shoot into a crowd of 
colored people just for the fun of seeing them 
scatter, On September 1 he started on a big 
debauch, and was so desperate that even his 
confederates feared him. On the night of 
men, ggg | 23 he called his wife and children 
tohim, asked them to pardon him for his past 
bad conduct, and declared thatthe morning's 
light would findhimanewman. Aj{ter kiss- 
ing them he retired to his room, where he 
was found an hour laterina comatose condi- 
tion, and by his side was an empty laudanum 
vial. The end came before morning, and 
with the news of his death went rumors ofa 
darker crime. No one would speak for overa 
weekand then the story came which estab- 
lished the fact that Furlong had been driven 
to suicide because of a murder which he 
had. committed two weeks before, and 
in the commission of which he had two con- 
federates. On the down freight train on Sep- 
tember7, was Jesse Webb, colored, who was 
in search ofemploymént. He Was put off the 
train at the Stiff Mill, where Furlong spotted 
him as a man who had previously entered into 
acontract with him. Webb refused to go 
with Furlon whereupon the latter seized 
him and put him under guard of J. M. Lofton, 
a white man from Atlanta, and Tom Sharon. 
Webb made a break for liberty, running 
toward the swamp with 

FURLONG IN FULL PURSOIT. 

A discharge from Furlong’s rifle brought 
Webb to the ground about 400 yards from the 
house. When Furlong poterngd to the house 
he put all under notice that h6 would kill the 
first one who ‘‘peached,’’ Furlong, Lofton 
and Sharon, each carrying a shotgun, went 
down where the wounded negrolay. Furlong 
in his desperation cut the victim’s throat. 


For three days and three nights they kept the 
victim there in sight of help and yet 
giving him none, On the third 
day they’ killed him and buried 


him in the back yard. Whenthe body was ex- 
humed by the Coroner it was found that the 
skull was crushed in three places. The strange 
part of the storyis that for weeks fully fifty 
nen Viewed the murder,talked aboutit amon 
themselves and stood insuch mortal drea 
of Furlong that they did not dare tell the story 
until his suicide removed all danger. The two 
accomplices in the murder have fled the 
country.

The bali season of 1886 will go on record as 
having witnessed the retirement from active 
duty of three of the best, boldest and most 
uncompromising umpires with whom the 
national game has ever had the fortune to be 
blessed.

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ORMONDE, 


A Fine Pen Picture of the Duke of West- 
minster’s Great Colt. 


Ormonde, one of the few English horses that 
has placed to his credit the three classic 
events of the English turf, is thought by good 
judges to be one of the greatest race-horses 
the century has produced. A correspondent 
of the New York Sun who saw him last sum 
mer puts his impressions regarding him on pa- 
per as follows: , 

‘‘Ormonde is avery tall horse. He is about 


16% hands high. He gives you the impres- 
sion of what might be called a growthy 3- 


year-old, a horse that has not yet 
reached his full maturity, but will be 
vastly improved by time. With another 


year on him all the defects noticeable now 
will doubtless disappear. The feet are very 
good, and soarethe pasterns. The cannon 
bones are far broader than is usually seen. 
The knees and houghs are exceptionally big 
and clean, andas tne eye rises further still 
and surveys the arms and second thighs, his 
power,seems to grow and approach the ideal 
nearer and nearer. The shoulders are long, 
bold and sloping, butI have seen finer. The 
neck does not emerge from them with the 
cleanness often seen in other horses. The 
withers are moderate, and the body, begin- 
ning with its very deep girth, displays an ad- 
mirably short back and long belly. Bonsidan. 
ing the hinder parts, the rump is 
prominent, with a moderate slope to 
the tail. The hips, without being of exces- 
sive breadth, are rather prominent than 
otherwise. But these viewed from the side 
from the point of the hip to the buttock and 
then to the hough, will find their matesin but 
few animals. They are superb. And it must 
be the splendid conformation indicated 
there that serves this great rumor so weil; 
for, passing around to the rear, it will be 
seen thatthe quarters, the seat of power, are
